Bills have often 
been introduced to provide funds 
for these purposes, he said, but 
were “pigeonholed because it was 
unconstitutional to appropriate 
money for buildings or for trans¬ 
portation.” 

He explained under the present 
system of distribution of school 
funds, some favored districts re¬ 
ceived three times as much as 
others for every child in public 
schools. 

Butler said voting to amend 
Section 186 of the State Consti¬ 
tution. which has been in effect 
for sixty years, will enable the 
legislator to give consideration

Should you consult 
your map, you would not, find 
them listed—yet. they are \ty far 
the greatest of seas, the ' boun¬ 
daries of which only Goa knows. 

Do you ask their nances? They 
are precious namey names that 
indicate the eterphl mercies of 
God. We have lead of Ponce de 
Leon, that explorer who sought 
diligently after the Fountain of 
Youtly and died an old man, 
broken in body and spirit be¬ 
cause he found it not. But I 
would tell you of these seas of 
■ God, which if discovered by any 
individual, regardless of age, race, 
creed or color, would insure him 
with an everlasting life and eter¬ 
nal joy. 

But the explorer for these seas 
must seek them diligently and 
follow an exact, secret chart.
